Count Benckendorff significantly re- 
marked die believed the Question of Jap- 
anese settlements in Manchuria to be

Germans Combine to Keep Foreigners 
Out of Markets. 

Berlin, Jan. 23.— Under the presi-

[Economic Society was formally founded 
■here last, niglut. It aims to procure the

ian minister for foreign affairs, severaJ 
years 'ago. T'he president declared the 
society was formed to defend Germany 
from ail overflow of foreign goods, to 
strengthen German capacity in the mar- 
kets of the world, and 'above all, to 
meet American competition. 



Pittsburg, Jan. 2o.— The flood danger 
point has passed. All day long both 
rivers continued to rise until 5 o'clock 
this evening, when thirty feet and oue- 
iteiith was reached at tiho Monongahola 
wharf. From that hour the •water re- 
ceded slowly. The temperature has 
gone down considerably 'and a slight 
snow is failing. From the headwater 
points on both 'the Allegheny and Mou- 
onguaeln rivers the reports tonight show 
them to be cither stationary or falling. 
A trountf-up of the damage done in tho 
Pittsburg district demonstrates that, 
owing to the timely warning, the actual 
loss will not reach the high figures given 
out, and will probably not exceed half 
a million dollars. To this amount, 'how- 
ever, must be added the loss to tho 
lira uufactu ries and mills through forced 
shut-downs, and to workmen through 
suspension, of wages, which will run 
Lho total to the million mark. As yet 
no loss has been reported, though a 
great deal of suffering has been caused 
in the Pittsburg district. 

It was confidently bettered liere 
that the worst of the big Hood of PJOl 
was over. The rivers were stationery 
ait 3 p.m., with the marks on the gauges 
showing t'hiinly feet, at the headwaters 
they are falling. 

A cold snap, which is on the way, 
will give the twin rivers a chance to 
empty themselves of the swirling ice 
and water before more labor is forced 
upon them. 

it. is believed the lose in tho Bit 
tourg district will exceed .fl.OOO.OOO. In 
addition to this fully fifty thousand men 
tire out of employment temporarily. 
Many of the heaviest losers are tumble 
to compute their losses. At noon com- 
munication between Pittsburg, Alle- 
gheny and the west end was shut off 
except by trains and wagons.

Chicago, Jan. 23. — Fire in the 31a- 
sonic Temple today caused a panic 
among the -1,(HK> occupants of the build- 
ing and did $20,000 worth of dxuiage.s. 
Ail occupants of the building escaped 
without serious, injury through the 
bravery of the elevator men,, who re- 
mained at their posts operating their 
cars whilo dense columns of smoke Hilled 
the building. Tho lire broke out ou 
the fifth floor in the 'rooms of Robert 
Frciillnuder & Co., 'iinwiufatturors of 
X-ray apparatus. A lighted match cure- 
lossly itjluwvn into 11 pile of excelsior 
is believed 'to Slave started tho blaze. 

A 11 umber of X-ray ■vacuum tubes 
exploded the moment the lieat touched 
them. Robert Friedlander, senior mem- 
ber of tho linn, realized the danger from 
thcfce tubes, naid worked until overcome 
by smoke, throwing them out 'of die 
window. 

Tho lire spiresd rapidly through the 
company's rooms to a Qifibt shaft, 
through which tlie auroke rose to tho 
upper stories. 

Thousands of tho occupants of tho 
building, with: tho memory of the Iro- 
quois theatre liolocamst fPesQi in their 
minds, rushed into the eleviutors, many 
women fainting iu the scraiuhle, but 
none were seriously injtured, and the 
largo building was emptied wiUiiu iutff 
an hour alter the life wan discovered. 

iFire 'broke out this ai'tenioon 
in the Masonic Temple, a tweiity-' 
storey sky-scraper, one sauore 
east of the Iroquois theatre. Owing to 
the fact that upwards of 2000 people oc- 
cupy the oUlces and stores' ia the grout 
structure, the lire caused Juuch excite- 
ment. Great crowds of spectators quick- 
ly surrouuiled the temple, heiug drawn 
from the fashionable shopping district 
of States street and adjoining thor- 
oughfaree. The series of elevators sur- 
rounding the rotunda in the centre of the 
building continued to ruu while the 
smoke and flames issuied from the win- 
dows in the fourth storey, where the tire 
originated, The people were removed 
from the upper floors as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

1 The firemen were summoned by an 
alarm automatically sent iu from the 
roonit* in which tlie tire began. The 
firemen quickly made connections with 
the stationary fitandpipe in the build- 
ing. Immediately tons of water Hood- 
ed floors where the smoke and blaze 
was tho thickest. The danger of tho 
Hames was increased by the uuspected 
presence of chemicals which occupants 
declared were stored near tlie place 
where the flumes originated. Guards 
were stationed nt each elevator landing 
on every floor and the panic stricken 
people were hurried from the building. 
The origin of the fire was in an explo- 
siou of chemicals in a doctor's olllce 011 
tlie fifth Hour. The explosiou wa« .suf- 
ficient notice of the danger to the 
occupants 011 the lloors immediately 
above and below, hut was unheard by 
hundreds of other persons in the vast 
structure who had their warning when 
suddenly confronted with walls of 
dense smoke. Flames followed the ex- 
plosion and quickly spread to the floors 
above. Men and women rushed wildly 
for the stairs and elevators. So rapid- 
ly did the immense skyscraper till with 
smoke that the firemen found it almost 
impossible to work within the walls. Iu 
a short time the lire was ragiug on throe 
idoors containing aiinuy chemical estab- 
lishments and doctors' oHices. Further 
explosions were momentarily feared. As 
at the Iroquoise catastrophe Fire Mar- 
shal Mushani was soon personally on 
hand and he quickly warned liis jucu 
of the danger.

i Chief Engineer Scott DeLuiinay of 
the lost steamer Clallam arrived by the 
steamer Princess Beatrice yesterday 
from .Scuttle and he will give evidence 
regarding the disaster at the coroner s 
inquest tomorrow. Mr. DaLauuay In 
an interview said that he WBS under the 
impression that an effort was being 
made by the inspectors holding the en- 
quiry at Seattle to make him tiie scape- 
goat for the disaster and to vrllitewash 
ICapt. Roberts. Mr. DeLauuuy said: 
'•Yea, I am under the impression that 
1 am setting it thrown into nie good 
and strong. The inspectors are un- 
doubtedly trying their best 10 put nie 
over the road ami they are trying u> 
shield Roberta. They seem to taink 
that it is necessary to send me over to 
Iprotect themselves, for if they don't put 
it on someone it might be thought some 
'blame attached to the inspectors. What 
a law that is, anyway, where the men 
who inspect a steamer like the Clallam 
tsit as judges of an enquiry into her 
loss. To give you un idea of what the 
ipoople in Scuttle think ol' that court, 1 
may tell you they call il "The Kangaroo 
Court.' 

•"i ne inspectors seem to have con- 
siderable power. They ran a bluff on 
me and kept me out when Roberts was 
giving his evidence, but from what 
1 gathered from newspaper reports it 
dooiis as if they were trying to shove the 
jblame for this affair on to nie. and I 
am not going to stand for it. It looks 
as tuougn they are to persecute me. 1 
wasn't allowed to tell my story of the 
.wreck. The inspectors asked questions 
and 1 had to answer the questions they 
Hint. They seemed to have been trainee 
■aor the purpose of trying to make me 
the scapegoat for the wreck. 

••When i told Turner this he threat- 
ened me. lie asked me regarding the 
opinion 1 held of the manner in which 
Jie was getting the testimony introduced, 
laud 1 told him then that 1 didn't want 
to talk to him. lie said, '.Maybe you 
puiglit want to talk to inc.' 1 told biin 
I'd use iny own judgment about that, 
.and then lie replied, "And in future I'll 

use own judgment, too.' It was 

[practically a threat. 1 may be recalled, 
i hope so; for 1 would like to tell some 
things and not be restricted to answer 
the questions they frame for the pur- 
pose of getting answers of their own. 
Ah I said, it looks to me as though they 
were .framing it up to try to put me 
over the road and to whitewash Hob- 
..crts. 

"1 notice that the inspectors have 
given it as their assumption that a sea- 
cock was left ojien and the water poured 
in through her pumps. They have no 
reason to believe that. The water 
cmue in through a deadlight. That's 
rwhere it came iu. She may have open- 
<cd somewhere, but it wnst through the 
deadlight that the stream poured in. 
Tne list put the broken deadlight under 
(water and u steady eight-inch stream 
(poured into the vessel. We tried all 
•we could to shore it up and block it, 
Ibut we couldn't. 

"If the rudder of the Clallam had not 
Ibcon in the condition it was Roberts 
■would have been able to get the steamer 
utiouiid and get the list on the otner 
■.side to bring the broken deadlight out 
of water, but the rudder was known 
to have been in bad condition for some 
time. Tlie rudder was put iu green, 
'.and the t wenty-eigli t foot post, only 
(ten inches in diameter ran through the 
igailey. the heat of which warjicd it.

[was not only springy because of its 
thinness and length, hut the warping 
jhad caused ti.e lag screw to sji.it it 
iuntii it looked like a bunch of straw, 
.amid it was well known that when the 
itiller was put hard over the rudder only 
iturned a short way. What 1 claim is 
that if that rudder had been in good 
• 'condition tlie steamer could have been 
brought around. 

•T'apt. Roberta lias said he was not 
notified until there was four feet ol 
♦water in the hold. This is not true. 1 
-notified him between 1:30 p. ni. ami 
l-ACt p. in. by going to the bridge. 1 
had already whistled to him from the 
engine room several times, but with 
thenoise of the storm and other noises 
,'i was not sure whether he had heard 
aim! went to the bridge to make nure. 
filler" was about a foot of water on 
Jtlie engine room floor when 1 notified 
iCapt. Roberts, the sea pouring in witli 
an eight-inch stream tarough the broken 
deadlight. 

I "When I -went to the bridge I said to 
iCajif. Roberts, 'You'll have to turn the 
steamer around, or she'll sink. 1 could 
liot hear his reply, but from bis action 
in trying to get the wheel hard over, 1 
Ikuow he took in what 1 had said. I 
hurried back below. I was too busy to 
spend much time talking, and I didn't 
go back to the bridge. The Cap!, 
fame down about '1 o'clock or after- 
ward. The water, pouring in through

gine room. Tlie steamer was away 
over to starboard.

Toronto, Jan. 23.— Brndstreet's trade 
review says: Trade is showing a little 
more activity in some lines at Montreal 
this week.

.numerous. Country payments are fairly 
good, and the general outlook appears 
healthy. 

At Vancouver. Victoria, and other 
'.British Columbia centres, there is a 
steady Improvement in the milling out- 
look, and confidence is felt in the im- 
mediate outloook for the industry. There 
has been a good buying ha- future re- 
'quiremeuts of trade and the outlook 
tor business is regarded as promising. 
There have been but few failures and 
trade appears to be on a sound bneis. 
1 Trade at Winnipeg is .fairly active 
for January- Tlie grain movement has 
been moderate and prices are higher.

Mapor I!. G. Edwards Leckie, for- 
merly manager of the Republic mine 
at Republic, lias returned to London, 
almost recovered from his light with 
a leopard while in Somaillind, Africa. 
In an interview with a London paper, 
Major Leckie said: 

Debra wein 1 met with an ncci- 
When we arrived there we were 
told by the natives that they had been 
troubled by leopards prowling arouud 
the village. The leopards jump over 
the zurebas and steal sheep. I sat 
up one night in order to shoot one of 
tlie marauders, and I managed to 
wound him. In the morning 1 followed 
him up, and shot him again. The 
ISomalis who were with me, and I my- 
self, thought he was dead, so we went 
tuj to him. All of a sudden he gave 
a coughing roar and charged at inc. I 
had no time to do anything except to 
raise my ride and give liim the muzzle 
in the neck as lie sprang a l mo. That 
choked him, but he sprang at me again, 
and dragged me down. Wo rolled 
down a hill together, and brought lip 
at the bottom in the bed of a stream. 
Fortunately I was on top. but 1 had to 
keep fighting him with my left ami to 
prevent him biting me on the neck and 
head, I managed to get clear of him 
finally, hut nut until 1 had been eluwed 
severely over the head. 1 was also 
badly bitten on the arm, and it is only 
getting better now. When I gut clear 
of the leopard the Somalis rushed in 
very bravely, and one of them got a 
nasty wound on the leg. The leopard 
got off though, and rushed down the 
stream for some distance, then dropped 
mortally wounded. I brought the skull 
and skin home with me. I had to 
lie up iu Debra wein for a mouth, hut 1 
was well looked after by Mr. Kirknat- 
rick, my associate, who was as good as 
a surgeon. lie cleaned the wounds at 
once, so that blood poisoning, which wo 
were most afraid of, should not super- 
vene. We had a very trying journey 
afterwards to the coast, from which 
sailed for London.

Fire Chief Mushum 

The report was prepared by Fire De- 
partment Attorney Monroe Fulkersoa, 
after the exam ina lions of nearly 1110 
witnesses. No criticism is made of the 
building department, although seven vio- 
lations of the building ordinances are 
noted.

We found the country iu a very 
disturbed state, the result of the h'rest 
campaign, which did not turn out ex- 
actiy as expected. The whole district 
was much upset for some time after 
we landed, much to our surprise, for 
we ex.peeted the campaign would be 
'quite over, and the Muliuh smashed. 
'Our work was hampered very much in 
consequence of this state (if affairs, 
and there were some districts to 
which we could not go at all, except 
with a strong military escort. 

"Aik. a place where ancient gold 
workings were reported to have been 
discovered, was one of the first placets 
we visited. As that was part of the 
disturbed country, we had to attach 
ourselves to a column of King's African 
Rifles that was going out on a revon- 
naissance. The gold, we found to our 
disappointment, to he merely a small 
number of coins which had been taken 
from some ruins in the town. An- 
other district we visited and explored 
was the Upper Sheik. The rock in that 

neighbor h I was chiefly gabbro and 

granite, but we found many quartz 
veins, though none that carried values. 
The only thing of value round Sheik 
was some mica, of which there were 
large deposits of good quality, 
I "In the Gadabursi country, which was 
the next place we visited, it was rather 
doubt ml how the inhabitants would re- 
ceive us, as they were thought to be 
badly disposed towards Europeans. We 
found them very friendly, however, 
though, of course, we did not trust our- 
selves to go unarmed. The Sultan of 
tlie country, hearing we were coining, 
came lo meet us with a large body of 
horsemen, who gave displays of horse- 
manship lor our benefit. To get to that 
jiiut ot the country we had to jiass 
through Abyssinian territory, ami there 
■we found some alluvial gold in one of 
the streaais. We did not find much, 
and it was hard to pan oil account ot 
the shortage of water. Consequently 
it was difficult to trace the gold to its 
source. 

"Passing from Gadabursi we came 
to Debrnwe.'n. where we found gold iu 
small quantities, but there was the 
same difliculty in tracing it out." 

'Major Leckie said they might have 
stayed a month or two longer if the ac- 
cident bad not occurred, but either be 
or Mr. Kirkpatrick would probably go 
hack to Soiualiland on a further tour of 
exploration. 

In conclusion he said. "We consider 
the most valuable of our concessions to 
lie the rights we have obtained over a 
'portion of the eastern half of the pro- 
tectorate. In this district argentiferous 
galena occurs over a large area, and 
quicksilver and gold are reported. 'The 
natives have brought in many tine 
specimens of galena. We have also 
the concession of a large island in the 
Gulf of Aden to work tor guano."

Ship's Bowsprit Swept Every- 
thing Above Her Decks Into 
a Ruin. 



, A marine disaster, which, wliilo it did 
Jiot involve the great loss of life us did 
the Clallam, was filled with horror In 
the manner ill which the two Victims of 
the disaster were- lulled, occurred off the 
[Australian coast shortly 'before R.M.S. 
Ao.rangi left Sydney for this port. One 
of the victims, who. bled to deuith when 
pinned beneath a mass of wreckage 
and in view of his shipmates, was n for- 
mer bluejacket who served on .this sta- 
tion iuid was known at Eequkrialt. This 
man, Frank Golley, who served on H.Jkl 
S. Arthur here, was lulled when at the 
wheel of the. steamer Ooogeej -when 
the Italian ship Fortuuoito Figari 
crashed into the steamer off Melbourne 
on Christmas day. 

T.ko Coogee, whic-h for 14 yearn lias 
been running between Launceston and 
Wielbourne was on 'her 181st trip across 



feet above it. The opening in places 
■was- forty feet wide. There was sulll- 
eient way on the Coogee to carry her 
on underneath the bowsprit of the other 
■vessel; which acted on everything on 
deck Jike an enormous mud rake. So 
great was the impact that after the 
■vessels had remained for a few minutes 
in their disastrous embrace they gradu- 
ally swung round until their heads 
pointed one way and their sides touch- 
ed. The noise did not cease witli the 
first crash, and the roar of the colli- 
sion. Steam was escaping in hissing, 
blinding volumes from the broken pipes 
on the Coogee. The sound of the rush- 
ing steam was terrifying. 

While the vessels were lying side by 
side several of the steamers' passen- 
gers, including a lady, horrified at 
what she saw on the Coogee, scrambled 
over the railings on to the Fortunate 
IPigari. 'it is alleged that at this stage 
a few members of the Coogee deserted 
the ship, and also clambered over on 
to the sailing vessel. Alter the lirst cry 
of surprise and bewilderment the pas- 
sengers on the Coogee waited develop- 
intents quietly and calmly. It was soon 
found that they were in no danger of 
sinking, and the passengers who went 
to the ship were transferred to • the 
Coogee. 

i In the meantime Mr. Brown, first 
mate of the Coogee, and Air. Weather- 
all, chief engineer, assisted by the 
crew and some male .passengers, set 
about extricating the bodies of the 
dead and wounded.

Half speed 
ahead— about 7 knots— was ordered, and 
tJie whistle was sounded at intervals. 

Suddenly the bowsprit of another ves- 
sel was seen to shoot across the Congee's 
stiaxbonrd bow. In an instant Captain 
Carrhigton had the engine stopped, and 
the helm swung hard to starboard, but 
almost before the orders were obeyed 
there was a mighty crash, and the Coo- 
gee lay crushed and battered, witli her 
captain's dead and mangled body lying 
ou the spot where the blow was struck j 
the hardest. Her deck fitting 
the bow to 'midships, were smashed to 
splinters, and heaped up in a long row 
011 the port side. The mast was levelled 
and the funnel laid over on the top ham- 
per alongside the body of Captain Car- 
rhigton. There lay beneath a mass of 
wreckage the second mate. Mr. Durrant, 
with a pulverized hip and broken rib, 
maid Abie Seaman Golley. The deadly 
stroke was dealt by the jibboom 1 — a great 
spar -10 feet long and three feet in diam- 
eter — of the Fortunate Figari. The 
•vessels had approached each other at a 
wide angle, and met almost stem to

The ship had not 'been seen. An ad- 
most unrecognizable form, with appall- 
ing suddenness, showed through the 
mist and swooped upon the steamer.

of 'Provincial industries. Wo trust that 
this incident will cause the Opposition 
to take a different and a wiser course 
during the remainder of the present ses- 
sion, and that instead of attempting to 
arouse opposition to measures designed 
in the public interest, it will lend its 
aid to the Government's efforts to show 
to the people that tho legislation passed 
recently cannot fail to bo productive of 
good results to the Provincial interests. 
Such a course will strengthen nnd not 
-weaken the Opposition in the views of 
the electors, while it will assist in get- 
ting the business of the Legislature car- 
ried to completion without the delay 
caused by factious and frivolous oppo- 
sition.

SECTIONAL AGITATION. 

We regret to seo that there is some t>t- 
tempt being made to arouse a sectional 
feeling between tho Inland and Main- 
land in connection with the provision in 
the Supreme Court Bill, now before the 
Legislature, to have one member of the 
Supreme .Court Bench reside in Van- 
couver and another in Kooteuny. The 
reason for such an arrangement being 
desired by the people of the Mainland is 
based solely on considerations of con- 
venience and business and nut with the 
least idea of causing any diminution in 
the prestige or importance of Victoria 
as the centre of the judicial system in 
.British Columbia. Possibly the writers 
and speakers who have indulged in 
these reprehensible methods had no in- 
tention tu arousing any sectional feelings 
ami possibly even did what they did in 
a humorous spirit. 'Bui all the same 
.such a course is unwise and one that 
tends to arouse feelings that it is not in 
the interest of the Province to bring 
into existence. 

(Let us realize that wo are all British 
Columbians whether our home is 
on one side of the Gulf or the other. 
That in this great Province there is am- 
ple room for half a dozen populous cit- 
ies and that the development of the 
Province demands the united efforts of 
all the brains and muscles that can be 
brought to the work. Whether the 
judces all reside in Victoria or not, is 
a matter of iusignitiennce compared 
with the necessity of there being entire 
harmony and community of interest as 
citizens of the largest and the richest 
province in the Dominion. 

THE DEATH KATE. 

There has been a prolongation of the 
average period of life in every civilized 
country. The birth rate is declining, 
but there is a lower death rate which 
more than offsets the other. Good sew- 
erage systems, personal cleanliness, pure 
water in unlimited quantity, unadulter- 
ated food, antiseptics and anti-toxins, 
greater care bestowed in rearing in- 
fants, are all having their effect on the 
population of the world. It is certain- 
ly to he preferred that eight children 
should be .horn of whom only two die 
in infancy than that twelve should be 
born, six of whom die in the cradle. 
. The statistics of a large American city 
are most remarkable. The average age 
of 10,1103 persons who died in li>72 was 
0.5.2 years. The average age for 28,353 
persons who died in the same city last 
year was 32.1 years! With this show- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt's manifesto which de- 
clared that •'race suicide'' is tending to 
the depopulation of the 'United States is 
scarcely warranted by the facts.

THE GOVERNMENTS' POLICY 
: ILLUS T It A TED. 

The Opposition is to be commiserated 
.on the misfortunes which follow all its 
attempts to discredit the Provincial 
Government's financial policy or the 
course that it has taken in the general 
administration of Provincial affairs. A 
striking instance of the falsity of 'the 
[Opposition's charges against the Gov- 
ernment and of its complete lack of ac- 
curacy in foretelling the result of the 
iGovernmeut's policy, was brought to' 
light on Friday. Eor some meeks past 
the Opposition press from one end of 
the Province to the other has been filled 
to overflowing with pathetic descriptions 
of the wrong inflicted on a logging and 
lumber company on Vancouver island 
liy the action of the Government in get- 
ting the Legislature to enact that logs 
cut in British Columbia should be man- 
ufactured iuto lumber within the Prov- 
ince. We have been told that some 
American lumbermen came into British 
Columbia and invested $75,000 in the 
purchase of timber limits on Vancouver 
island with the intention of shipping 
logs to Washington, there to lie manu- 
factured into lumber. These guileless 
persons thought that having acted with 
such intention was a sufficient ground 
for no change to be made in the revenue 
laws of the Province that would inter- 
fere with their scheme. Therefore, 
when a bill was passed by the Legisla- 
ture imposing a royalty on logs exported 
.from 'British Columbia, these lumber- 
men made a strong protest against it 
and could not find language strong 
enough in which to denounce the con- 
duct of the Government. They de- 
clared that the possibility of their 
making a profitable venture of their en- 
terprise was gone; in fact that their 
whole investment was lost. The Oppo- 
sition saw in this incident a splendid 
opportunity to make some political capi- 
tal against the Government. In their 
skillful manipulation this solitary case 
was magnified manyfold, one Interior 
newspaper going so far as to say that 
the Government's timber policy bad 
"ruined hundreds and disappointed the 
hopes of thousands." From Comox to 
Victoria; from Vancouver to Nelson 
the changes on the incident were rung 
in every key of disparagement of the 
IGovernmeut's policy and of plaintive 
declarations of the evils which it was 
bringing on the land. Silent sawmills, 
starving loggers and millhauds, ruined 
millowners and lumbermen ' and above 
all a Province depressed at home and 
discredited abroad, were only some of 
the items in the long arraignment of the 
incapacity and criminal folly of the 
{Government. Only on Wednesday last 
in the debate in the Legislature did the 
.member for Alberni raise his voice in 
strident tones and call Heaven to wit- 
ness the woes that the 'Government had 
brought on the land nnd especially on 
his constituents by their treatment of 
this same logging and lumbering com- 
pany. And there is little reason to 
doubt that the same incident was de- 
signed to provide the piece de resist- 
ance for many another Opposition de- 
nunciation of a perfidious and stupid 
administration. 

But a sudden change has come over 
the spirit of the dreams of His Majesty's 
loyal Opposition. The subject that was 
such a sweet morsel for denunciation of 
the Government is now a forbidden top- 
ic since it has suddenly turned out to 
be a most striking, a most forcible illus- 
tration of the soundness and farsighted- 
ness of the Government's policy. A 
despatch from Nanaimo states that this 
same logging and lumbering company, 
which only two weeks ago was de- 
clared to have lost its whole investment 
through the recent legislation, is now 
arranging to secure a site at Nanaimo 
on which to erect a saw mid shingle mill 
to manufacture in this Province the 
timber on the limits that it acquired 
with a view of supplying a mill across 
the Boundary line. So British Colum- 
bia will reap the benefit to he derived 
from the manufacture of our timber. 
Employment will be furnished for Can- 
adian workmen instead of for Ameri- 
cans. British Columbia merchants and 
tradesmen will secure the business that 
but for the Government's policy, would 
have enriched their American rivals. 
iNanaimo's prosperity will be added to, 
instead of that of Whatcom or other 
towns in Washington. Small wonder is 
it that subject will no longer form the 
chief point in the Opposition's indict- 
ment of the Government or that the 
whole argument of the baneful result of 
a wise and patriotic policy is demolished 
■by the fact that another mill is to he 
added to those in this Province instead 
of one arising on the other side of the 
boundary to increase the competition 
that the British Columbia millowners 
iiave to meet. 

, Is it too much to hope that this inci- 
dent will cause the Opposition to aban- 
don tho unwise and unpatriotic tone in 
'which it lias discussed the Government's 
ifinnncinl policy? Surely it should now 
•bp realized that a method of dealing 
rwith the timber resources of British Co- 
in nabia. similar to thnt followed in On- 
tario can be as successful here as it if 
there! That the fact that there is 
iConsorvative administration in British 
■Columbia does not vitiate the soundness 
■of a policy that is followed by a Liberal 
.government in Ontario. It is strange 
thnt the wisdom of the course adopted 
there should be admitted by the liews- 
ipopcrs of the press of Washington, yet. Last week 1'. L. ' O'Connor and Monte 
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Steamer Governor Douglas will make her 
trial trip In a day or two.

THE CLALLAM INQUIRY. 

(From Taoomn Ledger.) 
The testimony taken In the Investiga- 
tion of the Clallam disaster on the second 
day of Us sitting was very conflicting, hut, 
like that taken on the first day, tended to 
show the utter demoralization that prevailed 
lu the eneljie-rooin, where the highest offl 
clency was necessary. Two of Chief En 
glneer De Lnunary's assistants testified 
positively that they closed the sea Injec- 
tion valve and took the cover off the mild 
liox, and each claimed that he alone did 
this. All the evidence given by those on 
'board at the time of the wreck tended to 
show that the port light In tho engine- 
room had been out of order for a consider- 
able lime. A board had been nulled over 
it. hut it had been knocked off nt Tort 
Towusend. Most, of the witnesses thought 
that this was only one source of trouble. 
There was another damaged light In the 
forward part of the vessel, but It was 
two feet above water. It seemed to n!l Im- 
possible that wnter could come In at 'both 
these broken ports as fast as It came after 
the trouble started.

Have Seen Signals 



John Davis Saw Flags of Pass 
Ing Vessel Which Might Have 
Given Aid to Clallam. 



Says Women Protested Against 
Getting In Boats But Were 



Forced to Do 80. 



' John Davis, wJio bad been a pa 
senger .oil the steamer Clallam, save 
evidence at the coroner's inquest yes- 
terday before Dr. F. C. Hart, That many 
women wished to remain by lii'ue Clallam 
ivnd protested against being put hi the 
boats, but were forced to go. He also 
told of how the captain bud told pas- 
sengers who came to him when die tug 
ILohoke come and requested' to he pm 
on hoard, that be would put them on 
the tug as- soon as there was dancer. 
BDe toldi them the steamer would live 
for three hours, hut s'he only lived 
twenty minutes. 

■Davis said he had seen people getting 
life belts and he got one. When pass- 
ing the engine .room, door .lie heard Capt. 
Roberts in conversation -with some one. 
The captain said: "Can't you stop it 
mpV" and ho 'heard the reply, "No, I 
can't do anything "with it." Tihe engines 
were, stopped t'hen. Capt. Roberta ha< 
erven the purser orders to hav 



the 



boats lowered and the women and chil- 
dren put in. Many insisted -on staying 
with the ship, protesting againt going 
into the hoats. One lady, who was bleed- 
ins from the mouth ami .nose, objected 
strongly, and was lifted' forcibly into 
the boats. lie saw two men in .the 
second boat. He could not say how 
many there were in the first, lie saw 
tho first boat capsize and the second 
leave the vessel, apparently safely, lie 
and an oiler then got into the third 
.boat. He found it difficult to get oars. 
They were under the seats ■and pas- 
sengers were in the way. As the boat 
reached the water the steamer rolled 
tightening the tackle, which bad fouled 
and the boat, went over. The oiler grab- 
bed a wire from the steamer and wit- 
ness, shouting for help, was foul, by 
tihe oiler to take his leff. He did so 
■and was assisted to safety. Ho saw that 
the second boat was swamped when he 
reached the deck. 

Then ail were ordered below and bail- 
ing commenced. Water was then four 
feet from the freight deck. At 1_.SU 
tho purser ordered bailing stopped. 
Someone asked the captain why bailing 
'.mid been stopped, and Capt. Roberta 
said tthey could continue bailing it they 
.wished to. All returned below to^ re- 
commence, but before they did so, Cant. 
Roberts came and ordered them oil deck. 
Sometime afterward, after the HolyOKC 
.had started to tow the steamer, they 
waited on the captain and asked to no 
put on board t'he tug. The captain 
said: "There's no danger yet." The 
passengers insisted on being put on 
tho tug, and the captain said: "YOU 
people go below. I'm running this part 
of it. When 1 find you people are in 
danger I'll signal the tug back for you.' 
The passengers then asked it" Jie thought 
the boat would reach Pont Townseuu, 
and the captain replied, "Oil yes, she's 
good for three hours yet." The steamer 
tasted "illy twenty minutes atterward. 

The Sea Lion canve as this conver- 
sation was going on, and Capt. Roberta 
despatched her to the Horyoke to stop 
ithe towing. When the Sea Lion re- 
turned the Clallam was on her side, and 
witness and others had climbed out on 
iher side. He had been washed off and 
picked up unconscious, lie thought it 
might hav* been possible to save some 
of those from the first boat lowered, as 
she capsized alongside the steamer. It 
.was impossible to do anything for thos 
lost from ithe second boat. lie 'had seei 
a steamer pass about the time the boats 
were launched three or four miles dis- 
tant, and she was still in eight when 
the boats were being lowered. 

To Mr. C. II. Lugrin— At .the time the 
passengers asked to be transferred to 
U.lie. tug the wind had gone down and 
•t'he transfer could 'have been made. 
Ou.pt. Roberts was on the hurricane 
deck when the first boat was launched, 
the purser was on the saloon deck. He 
had done nothing to save those capsiz- 
ed from the boat. The lady who pro- 
tested against being' put into the boat 
and was forced in was 22 or 23 years 
of age, tall and dressed in black. _ A 
small boy, standing beside her, crying, 
,was lifted into the bout. A stout lady 
•had protested against, going into (lie sec- 
ond boat. He was positive .that n 
steamier passed before the boats weje 
lowered, and hud signals of distress 
been displayed the steamer would have 
seen them, us he could see Iter (lags. 

To Mr. M'oPhttllps— It was about 
12.40 when Capt. Roberts said the 
steamer was good for three hours. She 
lasted twenty minutes.

The largest expense in conducting a 
Chinese theatre is in providing these 
costumes and hand properties. Eveu 
tlie payment of wnges to actors and 
the renting of a building are slightly 
minor factors. Extravagant as this 
.statement setfnun, it is literally true. Im- 
ported from China, costing in the far 
land of their manufacture a most goodly 
sum, and demanding customs duties 
in themselves quite princely, these cos- 
tumes and accessories are of a value 
undrennied of oven iu the most sumptu- 
ous productions of New York's largest 
theatres. 

'xv contract they form with the 
stage, unBWept of it« dust and nude as 
to decoration, is striking. Perhaps they 
look all the more rich on that account. 
The stage is a ramshackle uffair, with 
the paint worn off in sjiots, should it 
chance that ever paint was placed at 
all thereon. The absence of curtain 
and .scenery nre made all the more no- 
ticeable by the way the Mongolian ac- 
tor spreads it on with his costume. 

Some of the costumes cost well up 
into the hundreds of dollars, even iu 
the ordinary shows where not much 
attempt is made at display. .Some of 
them cost more than that, the proprie- 
tor may confide, if you happen to get 
into his good graces. But the prices 
they will not state, and the Caucasian 
can only make bin guess. When it is 
known that the duties are frequently as 
high as Solid on a shipment and occa- 
sionally reach the $1,000 mark, a faint 
idea may be gained.

Although the imag- 
ination of the Oriental first-nighter does 
not require that there shall be scenery 
for him to picture up a situation, when 
■the man behind the stage does attempt 
•u reproduction of a natural object, he 
.enoeavors to enhance its beauty and 
splendor. The ham which Ah Mee, 
itrageuian, carried off as sustenance in 
Ibis search for his lost son, Hum Dum, is 
a beautiful affair, brilliantly varnished, 
and, though made of wood, is far more 
appetizing in appearance than the edible 
kind, cut from a swine and cured. If 
such a thing a.s a melon seller is in- 
troduced, as was done two years ago 
in tlie .Jackson street theatre, the greasy 
property man hands the actor of the 
part two opaque Chinese lanterns, look- 
ing like melons but lighted up and deco- 
rated as no melon ever was. This is 
certainly an anomaly— though scenery is 
disdained, nature's handiwork is improv- 
ed upon when its representation is at- 
tempted. 

It is in tho big holiday productions 
Ithat the most lavish effects are pre- 
sented. Just as the Tivoli has for 
years presented a holiday spectacle, so 
do the Chinese theatres of San Bran- 
cisco have their festival shows. Chi- 
nese New Year's is the date. This year 
conies forty-live days after the date 
of the Christian cycle, which throws 
it into the middle of February, but for 
'two weeks past preparations have been 
under way for the series of perform- 

* n it is at these holiday attractions that 
all the skill and ingenuity of the property 
maker is brought into play. Away over 
in the far land from which the Mon- 
golian actors came, men with freakish 
ideas and an ability to throw colors to- 
gether into a lavish garment or "prop 
are given free rein. Expense seems to 
ihe altogether a minor consideration. 
iWheu they are sent here the local man- 
agers .pin- enormous customs duties anil 
arc apparently perfectly satisfied with 
the arrangement. 

The property man of the Chinese thea- 
tre is a much different person from the 
jack-of-all-trades who does the same 
'work for an advanced American play- 
house. The white man does anything 
and everything in the way of ingenuity 
and skill of fingers. 

But the Chinese who handles the 
"props" for a San Francisco playhouse 
of his kind is not, in any sense, a ge- 
nius. His occupation is not the most 
honored one in the theatre. He stands 
at the back of the stage throughout 
a performance with a table covered with 
.hands it over. All he has to do is to 
tors is supposed to carry anything the 
property man puts it on a tray and 
hands it over. All he ha sto do is to 
keep track of the articles that are need- 
ed and to give them over at the proper 
time. To assist him in this be has a 
'big placard written in bold Chinese, 
■which does not permit him to go far 
it stray.

Operators in tbe 
market seemed satisfied with the Increase 
In the surplus reserve of the banks, and 
were not Impressed with the staggering 
showing of the Increases In the various 
Items, which broke all records hi several 
instances. There Is a general agreement 
that rapid loan expansion now In progress 
represents largely a transfer of obliga- 
tions from trust companies and outside 
ibanks to clearing houses. 

Clearing bouse institutions which pay In- 
terest on the profits of other Institutions. 
Tin; statements ot New York trust com- 
piinles not yet complete for the six months 
ending December 31st last, shows a net 
decrease la deposits of $102,270,030 for 
thirty-live companies reporting, i Q which 
is represented a reduction in proportion 
of liability upon bunk reserves, as trust 
companies keep their reserves largely on 
deposit with tbe banks, but the suggestion 
Is also made that the present Influx of 
funds from the Interior to New York may 
represent In part operations by the treas- 
ury In the transfer of government deposits 
from Interior depositories to New York, 
to be drawn cm lu making the Panama pay- 
ments. The Item of government deposits 
with New Y'ork banks, however, reflects 
no such operation, and It Is said on good 
authority that Interior depositories have 
nut yet received notice of any cull upon 
their government deposits. Hanking opin- 
ion seems to be that he demand of Germany 
has so far declined as to promise a pleth- 
oric condition iu the local money market 
In the future.

the Grand Banks last month, wae stab- 
bed by a swordfish and died within an 
liour of the injury he received, nays a 
(correspondent of the New York Sun, 
writing from St. John, Newfoundland, 
under the date of December 17. 

The furious creature attadked the 
b«mt from below, a.s it does a whale, 
and drove its formidable ivory sword 
up through the boat's bottom, through 
the thwart, out which the man sat, and 
into his body. In its struggles to with- 
draw its weapon the lish almost over- 
turned the bout. (Malone's comrade, 
with a blow of an oar, shattered the 
sword at the skiff's bottom, and tho 
ifish made off, 6horn of its weapon. 

iSwOTiltisJi have been unusually victims 
this season and this is only one instance 
of their attacks on fishing boats. On 
July 10, a swordfish attacked n dory off 
iBlock island, piercing- its side and pen- 
etrating the leg of Christopher Nichols, 
•one of the crew. 

■ In August, William Hobbs, one of the 
crew of the schooner Blanche, had hi* 
abdomen grazed by a swordlish's blade, 
'while in his dory off Boston, and about 
the same time William lOnnes, in a lish 
ling boat near Cape Race, had his foot 
nailed to the bottom of the boat by u 
(swordlish. The lish broke off its weapon 
'by the force of its impact with tho 
boat's keel, and the sword, about three 
.feet Ion?, was driven up through the 
(wound to release the victim.

When the bar- 
(poou is fastened in a swordlish the lish 
tries to dive. The resistance of the 
'buoy soon tires it, and it is forced to 
come to the surface again, hi antici- 
ipn t ion of this dories are put overboard, 
with two men in each, and they chase 
the sworder until they get a chance to 
kill it with the lance, 
i U it is a big fellow, the tas'k calls for 
all the skill of the fishermen. Sometimes 
they havo to dodge its attacks for hours. 
Two men from tlie schooner Esperanza 
had an exciting encounter this season 
with a swordlish, which nearly resulted 
in a tragic ending.

I A convenient dry battery, so improved 
that it may bo transported iu dry con- 
dition and quickly put to work, is the 
subject of a late German patent. The 
dry cells consist each of a cylinder of 
zinc or other metal enclosing a cylinder 
or prism of carbon, the space between 
these two electrodes being tilled up with 
blotting paper or other suitable absorb- 
ent. These cells in the deslreu number 
are arranged in a suitable casing, wilh 
asphalt insulation. When needed the 
covers are removed from the cells, filled 
with blotting paper soaked in ammoniac 
solution or oilier convenient electrolyte, 
then replaced and the battery is ready.

i The curious electric heater of M. Ca- 
mille Herrgott consists of conducting 
wires woven into carpets and other fab- 
rics and it is designed to give a moder- 
ately high temperature to the liber- 
hemp, cotton, linen or silk. It does not 
nffeel the pliability or appearance of 
tin' material. It is claimed that the 
'heater is perfectly safe and that the 
wires cannot be raised above a certain 
temperature. The arrangement Can be 
applied to many (purposes. Carpets, 
ru- etc., can be kent at the tempera- 
ture of Iho body or higher, and dry or 
wet medical applications can be kept 
easily at 150 degrees C. In tho indus- 
tries numerous uses are suggested, as in 
■lilters for fatty or gelatinous matters 
and for warming carriages or trains, etc. 

A rather unexpected advantage of 
electric railways has been discovered by 
an Italian electrician. He believes that 
tho cars aid the health authorities by 
serviug ns antiseptic agents, for the 
electric sparks from the overhead trol- 
ley, and from the ear •wheel when tbe 
rail is used for the return current, trans- 
form the oxygen of the nir into ozone. 
.The high discharges are frequent 
enough to add a material supply of this 
powerful disinfectant to the air, es- 
pecially in narrow streets.

1 'A student of the ear lias found that 
many persons having impaired hearing 
due to disease of the middle ear can 
,he.ir perfectly in tiie telephone, the 
cause being probably increased vibration 
of the membraua lympaui. This sug- 
gests tin adaptation of the telephone as 
an ear trumpet. The acouphoue seems 
to be the nearest instrument available, 
hut tin' investigator believes this can 
be improved.

Formic acid, a secretion of ants, has 
been found by Dr. Clement, of Lyons, 
to have a remarkable stimulating effect 
upon the muscles, keeping them long ac- 
tive without fatigue. Bight or ten 
,drops are taken three or four times a 
day.

The salvage case brought 
steamer Vermont against the United 
[States ship Abby Palmer, asking S15,- 
000 for services rendered to the ADD) 
iPalmer, which was picked up dismasted 
and derelict by the Vermont and toweil 
to Esquimalt in November last, was con- 
cluded yesterday and judgment will be 
rendered early in the week by Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin, who was assisted by Com- 
manders ■Sandeinnnii and Parry oi His 
Majesty's navy, sitting as assessors. 
'Evidence was given yesterday as to tUO 
valuation of the Abby Palmer as she 
lies and a sailor of the Columbia, Key- 
nold, told Of how the Columbia, when 
dismasted similarly to the Abby Palmer 
off the Vancouver island coast, nail 
manoeuvred for eleven days before be- 
ing picked up by the steamer >orninu 
[Isles and towed to port. Oapt. J. C. 
Cox valued the Abby a'abner at ?lS,OUO, 
II. F. Bnllen thought she was worth 
from $10,000 to $16,000. Robert Sud- 
den, owner, told of purchasing the ves- 
sel, then known as the Blairmore, at 
San Francisco for $27,000, winch price 
included an outfit. 

W. J. Taylor, for the defence, ar- 
gued that the amount of salvage sought 
was greatly excessive. He quoted many 
authorities and cited cases to show that 
in none did the percentage of the award 
exceed 12 per cent, the average being 
'11 per cent. Several witnesses had 
shown that the Abby Palmer was worth 
$1S,000, and 11 per cent of this would 
be a little over $18,000. He held that 
a jury rig could have been rigged, which 
would have prevented the Abby Palmer 
from going ashore. 

E. V. Bod well, K. C, for plaintiff, 
said the valuation of the defence wns 
based upou a forced sale, an unjust way 
of appraising the vessel, die held that 
the ship was helpless and, as shown 
by her drifting after the hawser of 
the steamer parted, she would have 
brought up on the Vancouver island 
coast, probably near Estevau point iu 
forty-eight hours and been wrecked, per- 
haps with the loss of all on board. She 
was only eighty miles from the coast, 
die also laid stress ou the danger 
caused by her tophamper being held 
alongside 'by the rigging, threatening to 
punch a hole in the hull and sink the 
vessel. He showed a photograph of the 
wrecked condition of the Abby Palmer. 
The Vermont had incurred loss of five 
thousand dollars by returning and be 
thought sucli an amount of compensa- 
tion as would encourage vessels to ren- 
der assistance to distressed craft in sim- 
ilar circumstances should be awarded. 
Mr. Justice Martin then asked conn 



the different positions in which the men

His Lordship was sorry to hear the 
suggestion made that the commander of 
the cruiser went down deliberately, and 
held that the statement bad been m- 
tinctly disproved.

Some months ago the reinsurance 
world waited day after day with grow- 
ing anxiety for the arrival of the Brit- 
ish steamer Fiusbury which was on a 
voyage from Yokohama to Kobe during 
a o-,ohoou of last September. Reinsur- j 
ance increased quickly and after ninety | 
per cent was paid ou tlie steamer she 
was reported as missing at iLloyds and 
the disappearance of the Fiusbury was 
considered one of those mysteries of the 
deep, What betel none knew, or how 
those on board met death, until a China- 
man, 'who was the solo survivor of tlie 
lost steamer was found, and his narra- 
tive, brought by the steamer Victoria 
yesterday morning, clears up the mys- 
tery of the Finsbury's fate. 

All that was known about the mutter 
was that the vessel was lost during that 
terrific typhoon which raged in the 
.( ihina sea about the UOth of September. 
It is now learned that one man sur- 
vived after undergoing fearful priva- 
tions and hardships. That man told his 
tnlo at Hongkong. 

The (Fiusbury arrived here from Ham- 
burg ia September. On the voyage out 
it appears, some or the crew did not 
"hit it off" with the skipper; some of the 
men asked to be paid off at Hongkong. 
The captain .paid off fi.i Europeans 
and one Chinese. Tlie Europeans hav- 
ing been only on the vessel for five 
weeks or BO, and having drawn •an ad- 
vance in 'Hamburg when they shipped, 
had not enough .money coining to them 
to pay a month's board at the Sailors' 
Home. Chinese were shipped ill their 
places. 

The steamer left Hongkong on the 
11th of September. On the morning ot' 
the 21st the vessel was badly caught in 
the typhoon. The wind blew (with ter- 
rific force, and tremendous mountains 
of water ■washed over the vessel. >>o 
vessel could stand such usage. First of 
all the boats were smashed up and 
washed out of the davits; deck liftings 
were swept overboard. The engines 
could •avail nothing; the vessel lay help- 
less. ipletcly at the mercy of the ele- 
ments. After some time. Oil enormous 
volume of water, much heavier than the 
seas which had preceded it, came down 
with full force over the forward cargo 
tehes; they gave way and water foiin'tl 
... way into the ship's hold. 

The vessel was doomed, and the crew- 
had .no •means at hand wherewith to 
save themselves from a watery grave. 
The steamer gradually filled and sud- 
denly, with a gulp, sank beneath the 
dark waters. TliO?e aboard were sucked 
down with the vessel, except, of course, 
the Chinaman who wns the sole sur- 
vivor. He managed to cling to the fore- 
and aft bridge, which, when the ves- 
sel disappeared -from view, was loft 
Ifloating on the surface. 

After nine days— too bitter, almost to 
contemplate— dining to this wreckage, 
he was picked up by the crew of a Japa- 
nese schooner, which had also been 
lost in tlie typhoon. This crew, how- 
ever, more fortunate than the poor men 
on the Finsburv. had been able to take 
to the boatP. After three days in the 
boat, the men landed on one of the small 
islands of the Japanese ports, from

But for this tho 
profit on the purchase would have 
ibeeu ?Hoo,02S.3S. The expenditure on 
Ibauk premises, which will probably bo 
Considerable for each year during the 
present period of rapid growth, has 
Ibeeu unusually large this year on ac- 
count of the addition and tbe improve- 
ments made in our head odlce build- 
ing. 

The increase in the total of our assets 
is about $10,500,000. Towards this the 
IHnlifax Hanking Company contributed 
|j!5,870,000, and the 'balance represents 
the growth of our ordinary business. 
lOur bank note circulation shows au 
increase of $5.12,505, but this is more 
than balanced by the circulation of the 
'Halifax Hanking Company, now either 
assumed in our account or replaced by 
our notes. In past years many banks 
whose capital did not afford circula- 
tion sufficient for their actual business, 
borrowed or hoarded our notes in 
times when circulation was urgently 
needed. This year, owing to the large 
increase in the capital of many banks, 
most of them have been able to »up- 



itself, and the great fall in the price 
of Consols and Transvaal war loan 
issued, accompanied naturally by the 
sale of large blocks for foreign ac- 
count, all seemed lo show that Great 
■Britain had perhaps not felt the full 
cost in money of the war until now. 
With the stoppage of how notations, 
at least of the speculative kind, and 
Use gathering of the results of the 
year's industry unaccompanied by vio- 
lent expenditures on capital account, 
wo must hope that the Loudon money 
market will gradually improve. A1-) 
though the drought is over and the 
business outlook in Australia is now 
much hotter, tho new government and 
tho various States are making demands 
on the London money market wkfch 
are seriously large, while in South 
Africa there has been it collapse of 
the inflated trade which followed the 
establishment of peace, ami it: is 
thought that business will be very 
dull .for some time to come. Whether 
our credit will be aided by the con- 
trnst wo present both in prosperity 
and in the extent of our demands on 
tho London money market, or not, this 
much is clear, that it should be. and 
that we should do ns little as possible 
to impair the high standing to which 
we are justly entitled at the present 
tim e.

We have 
had a year in which the general results 
of agriculture, pasturage, dairying, 
mining, lumbering, trading and manu- 
facturing have been excellent, and un- 
mistakably in the matter of national 
prosperity we are well forward in the 
race ns compared with any previous 
time. Nor is it easy to imagine, con- 
ditions in tbe near "future which will 
prevent this country from making 
steady progress iu a large way rela- 
tively to our past. 

But just because our future over a 
series of years seems reasonably cer- 
tain, it behooves us from time to time 
to consider in close detail the causes of 
our general prosperity and of our occa- 
sional reverses. It is well to remember 
that whether 'we make or mar the fu- 
ture of this great country we did not 
create its boundless stores of raw mate- 
rial, ami we have only occasion for self- 
congratulation in proportion to tho 
good use we make of our opportunities. 
During the past year it is clear that 
wo have boon sharply warned as to our 
capacity for hindering rather than aid- 
ing the industrial development of Can- 
ada. The spirit of speculation, especi- 
ally of ordinary stock and other forms 
of gambling on the exchanges, had re- 
ceived a severe check in the autumn 
of 1902, and during the year following 
we have witnessed a decline in stock 
exchange quotations so severe as to 
sweep away many hastily acquired for- 
tunes, and, what is much worse in the 
case of very many of our people who 
were not rich, the savings acquired iu 
their ordinary labors. That the im- 
portance of these looses in relation to 
tho prosperity of the country as a 
whole is quite small there is lit lie

At the recent sale by the 
Ontario government, however, experi- 
enced lumbermen paid such sums L'Cf 
mile for limits US would hardly seem 
warranted uniess we are to face, per- 
manently, new conditions as to the 
Value of all lumber products. We are 
glad to see that the government ot 
Ontario, which has bad just such 
ample evidence of the value of our 
irernatuiug timber, is about to aid in 
forestry rescarcli in our Provincial i 
University. We can but hope that the ] - 
■work of the Canadian Forestry Asso- 
ciation, of the Provincial Directors of 
Forestry, where such an ollice has been 
established, aud of forestry depart- 
uneuts iu our universities, may some 
'.lay bring largo practical results in the 
way of turther segregation of the coun- 
try as to timber preserves and in te- 
'pointing on an extensive scale. The 
large revenue derived from annual 
■cutting on quite small timber reserves 
by European governments, should 
'tempt our politicians if they have any 
•concern for their successors iu ollice, 
or for the people. 

In the .Maritime provinces the forest 
ifires during the ipast summer will 
tluubtlc-«s cause an increase in the cut 
this winter because of the necessity 
for prompt work on burnt areas, aim 
this, in view of a probably restricted 
demand at home and abroad, seems un- 
fortunate. The cut of New Brunswick 
'lor the past year was about 130,000,000 
Ifeet, and the business., has been, as a 
rule, quite profitable. 

Apart from manufacturing, which in 
the important centres iu the Maritime 
provinces, where it is carried on large- 
ly, has been as profitable as in Ontario 
and Quebec, the other results of in- 
dustry have been varied. Pishing, 
evcu more important hero than in 
IBritifeh Columbia, has been unsuccess- 
ful, the catch being very small, and, 
notwithstanding an increased price, 
tne result to each individual quite in- 
adequate. On the other hand, tbe fruit 
crop is unusually large and the results 
most satisfactory. The area devoted to 
agriculture aud pasture is unfortun- 
ately snlull. The returns have, how- 
ever, been good, and we can but hope 
that, year by year, the Maritime prov- 
inces will become less dependent on 
the oi'iier parts of Canada in this re- 
spect. The mining of gold, although 
not very large, is now a settled indus- 
try, increasing in volume, and a source 
of considerable profit.

In Ontario the fanners have bad an- 
other year of pronounced good fortune. 
In detail the circumstances were some- 
what different from last year, but tho 
results were similar. The crops of 
cereals, fruit, etc., were generalK - abun- 
dant aud the prices satisfactory. The 
result in cattle was marred by a sharp 
drop in the price, but in the conditiou 
of the pastures, in quantity, and especi- 
ally in the steady improvement in some 
parts in the breeding of both cattle and 
horses, the year was one <>i advance- 
ment.

The export trade of our manufacturers 
has continued to increase. Only '-a 
iron and steel and in cotton and woollen 
manufacturing we are lacing unusually 



clearly our duty, but it is one requir- 
ing l.he exercise of constant sillily and 
anxiety. We have had a year unusual- 
ly free from the losses attending the 
.business of lending money, but we have 
come to the end of a year almost un- 
paralleled in slrriiiknge in the quota- 
tion value of almost nil securities, and 
in the shrinkage the most important 
relatively has been that of British Con- 
sols, of which we hold a considerable 
amount.

In view of our very largo | dillk'ull problems, and bill tor the fall 
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of various classes of securities 
we are glad to be able to slate that we 
have provided whatever was necessary 
lo write every security to the quoted 
value al f!ie date or our statement. 
Were if not for tho necessity nf mak- 
ing this prevision we would have been 
able to show profits considerably larger 
than last year. 

Apart from the decline in the prices 
of securities our greatest anxiety dur- 
ins the year has been ill connection 
with the money markets of the world. 
There seems to be a conviction that 
in view of the discrediting of so many 
United Slates Stock Exchange securi- 
ties and of the quality of undigested 
securities carried by the 'banks iu 
eastern reserve cities, these banks 
would be unequal to the demand made 
in the autumn for carrying the west- 
ern and southern crops to market. This 
conviction was noticeably strong in 
London, and seemed to materially in- 
fluence opinion there. We, however, 
have steadily hoped that the warning 
of the spring would cause that ad- 
justment of affairs all over the coun- 
try which would avoid in the autumn 
what everybody dreaded, and what, 
everybody had' in mind, and this is 
what did take place. When we com- 
pare the condition of the banks in the 
reserve cities with thai of a year ago 
wo find that while the resources of 
.New York. Boston, and four middle 
and western cities declined, Chicago 
just about held its position, and nine 
other reserve cities, mostly western, 
increased their resource**. 

In London many influences besides 
the condition in New v orlc have been 
up parent. The sudden rise in the briuk

I III! if. as seems probable, we are I" 
witness a general decline in prices, we 
uiuyi not be slow to recognize what 
ibis may mean.

It is net a question of 
u huh fiscal pclicy we lit: n ;s i ques- 
tion of holding our own iu a time of 
war. It will only be industrial war, 
■it is true, bill it may be as fierce and 
.unrelenting as ordinary war. although 
the results cannot be BO terrible, 
i Deeply interested as we are in Mr. 
Chamberlain's proposals, the vital 
question in tariffs for us at the moment 
Is in connection with our nearest 
neighbors. After we hove protected 
ourselves against the use of this country 
as a slaughter market for the United 
States, we must in some measure try 
to meet Mr. Chamberlain's proposals. 
Iu what particular manner we can best 
show our sense of the value of the 
integrity of the British Empire, and 
what we should be prepared to do to 
sustain that integrity, are subjects 
which we cannot attempt to deal with 

in ii mere review Of business condi- 
tions. 

i. ne output of our coal mines is 
steadily increasing, atid the prices con- 
tinue to keep high enough to produce 
very handsome profits. This luiliustry is 
HOW en such a large scale that wo 
mas'! ii"t expect to get through a yen,r 
without some local cheek on the Vol- 
ume, of production as against the in- 
crease elsewhere. The fire in the mine 



money, as in most recent 
season has been even uuusun 
for the dairymen. Iu cheese the quan- ] 
tity and quality have been nil that we 
could wish. Tlie price has, however, 
fluctuated uncomfortably, owing to the I 
varying conditions of stocks on hand j 
in Great Britain and Canada for the, 
particular month by wbicn the cheese is 
known, and, in view of the apparently 
larger stocks on hand and present low 
prices, the result to the dealer for flic 
year is not yet quite clear. The culti- 
vation of beets for sugar-making ut a 
price and in quantities satisfactory to 
Out h tlie farmer and the sugar-maker 
is yet in an experimental stage in those 
districts in Ontario where an effort in 
this direction is being made. Labor of 
all kinds, in the country as well as in , 
the towns, has been unusually hard to ' u U£«vorar>ly 
obtain, even at the prevailing high 
wages. 

As an example of how farmers are 
paying their debts, one of our Ontario 
managers reports that out of 757 notes 
for agricultural implements held at his 
branch for collection in October and 
November, only -10 remained unpaid at 
■the close of November. The payments 
on mortgages continue to an extent not 
entirely pleasing to the lender. Perhaps 
nothing shows the improvement in the 
conditions surrounding country life in 
Ontario more thau the paving and gen- 
eral public and private improvements 
in many towns which depend almost 
entirely on the trade of the farming 
community. 

If we judge our eastern trade by 
/Montreal, our largest city and chief 
poiul of distribution and as yet our 
most important port, we find that the 
business of the city and adjoining 
country shows sales the largest on re- 
(•ord, wiih few Hisses from bad debls. 
In manufactures the increase lias been 
quite as marked a feature as in To- 
ronto, The customs dues largely ex- 
ceed the previous year, while the ex- 
port trade is the largesf yet recorded. 
IMontreal in exports, imports, and in 
the payment of customs dues, is the 
port at which about .'10 per cent of the 
eulire foreign trade of Canada is done. 
The railway and nnier communication 
of Montreal with the interior is so 
much shinier than that of other 
North American cities that we are ap- 
parently getting ai inst a fair share 
of the grain carrying trade, although 
il is in he hoped thai we have nut

by about 10.000,000 bushels. This year 
'tacy have been made as usual, inde- 
pendent of government reports. Our 
■figures for Manitoba when compared 
with the since published estimates of 
the Department of Agriculture are 
'practically the same, 
i Notwithstanding this large falling off 
and what we shall have to say of the 
cattle trade, tho whole country from 
'Winnipeg to the foothills has prosper- 
ed in almost every species of trade and 
iinl'iistry. Our Winnipeg manager, in 
'considering the present conditiou of the 
western farmer, says: 

"He lias within tlie past two or three 
years Improved! his position by going in- 
to mixed farming. The cattle, horses, 
'hogs, sheep, and all classes of animals 
so necessary to the eastern farmer, liavu 
increased very rapidly in numbers on 
■western farms, and as regards grade 
and breeding compare equally with any 
part of Caanada, so that the western 
fanner is not now so dependent upon 
a big grain crop as formerly, or as the 
majority of eastern Canadian people 
suppose. He has been somewhat cured 
of the craze for more- land, and is di- 
recting bis attention more to improving 
what he already holds, in tlie way or 
better buildings for his live stock "and 
•more home comforts for himself and 
ttamdiy." i 
Nothing perhaps shows more signifi- 
cantly the growth of this part of Can- 
ada than the land sales, and the de- 
velopment of the chief city, Winnipeg. 
The actual number of acres sold is less 
than last year, but whereas last year 
| large blocks changed hands with little 
j relative settlement thereon, this year 
the sales are mainly for actual settle- 
ment, while the prices "btained are 15 
to 2l) per cent higher. Of course, what 
we want is settlement, ao-t speculation 
in wild land. The new settlers who 
came into the Northwest in 1003 num- 
bered 72„SIN>. This year, estimating De- 
cember, tlie total reaches 118,000. Win- 
nipeg us :i distributing centre grows 
rapidly, building exceeds even what 
seoiiis prudent, electrical power, an iu- 
esliinable boon to a prairie city, iias 
been secured, and while signs of manu- 
facturing are not large still effort in tiihs 
direction is being made. 

In Calgary, Edmonton, Medicine Hat, 
and in t'ho many smaller towns of Al- 
berta, there is a creat deal of activity 
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crease in the freight carried fWas still 
better, being over oil per cent. We 
are now carrying nearly all our own 
grain and a' fair quantity of grain 
grown in (he United Stales. The 
quantity of our own grain which reach- 
es the seaboard via the United States, 
fioni the head of our lake system, Was 
l he smallest on record. The abolish- 
ing of the canal tolls. the en- 
largement of all port facilities at 
'Montreal and what is now being 
done to further Increase them, the 
steady improvement in our railway 
tracks and equipment and the increase 
in our sleel tonnage, all help to make 
■Ibis possible, hut we must hope that 
the Dominion government will con- 
tinue to provide whatever money 
necessary for expenditure on the St. 
'Lawrence route until all objections, 
.whether well founded or the result " 
•prejudice, have been removed. What- 
ever we may hope lo do in moving 
grain grown 'in the United' Slates, we 
should, with the knowledge that the 
•crops in our Northwest will increase 
enormously in (he immediate future, 
determine to do at least what is ne- 
cessary to success in carrying all Cana- 
dian grain by Onnndlan railways and 
lake routes to a Canadian port, and 
thence to Europe in Canadian vessels. 
■We were very proud a few years ago 
to be able 'to suite thai the foreign 
•trade of Canada had reached a million 



rule through 
Manitoba ami the Territories, 
'i iio cattle trade, however, on which iu 
•tlie ranching districts so much depends, 
has been affected by t'he sharp full in 
prices ami by other factors which bud 
not i,j be considered a year ago. A >'ery 
sever,, sitorm caused a considerable losts 
in young animals and a greater rainfall 
than usual prevented tike grass from 
becoming properly ripened, resulting in 
the cattle being less firm and less fat 
•than they should be. Freight, facilities 
have been insufficient and 1 freight charges 
too high under the ciDOUmstances. In 
consequence many ranchers have not 
sold freely and there may be an over- 
siii'ply later which may affect profits 
for a year or so. The year 
lias ;;lso been a bad one for the ship- 
pers, who .have lost heavily. Some idea 
of the growing importance of otir cattle 
trade will be gathered from the fact 
that in lS7"i our .shipments from Mont- 
real were 0,940 head, while in VM\$ 
there, were Shipped 147,216 head. In 
soffco of the dry districts ambitious ef- 
forts at irrigation are being put forth, 
and having regard to what lias been 
accomplished' in the United Stales, We 
shall Jook witjh keen interest for the 
outcome of these ventures. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
In British Columbia the most notice- 
able, feature 'has been the rapid develop- 
ment of the lumber industry. The d 
manj from the Territories as well i 
elsewhere- has -been, unprecedented, and 
a •trade, -which a few years ago Was 
email in proportions and most unsatis- 
factory as lo profits, has now reached 
figures which almost create the feeling 
that there may be an over-production. 
T'ho mills, except on the Const, are ns 
a rule small, and to seme extent the 
geographical conditions may not ''li- 
able this condition to be readily chang- 
ed, mid yet. a period of depression with 
a narrower profit woulidi eurely threaten 
tho existence of many of the present 
ventures. Licenses to limit holders are 
being si cured tor large areas, and ut a 
considerably increased fee per square 
mile, and' i here promises to be great, ac- 
tivity ami conbcxiiuently great competi- 
tion in this class of business. 

In coal mining there bus been great 
prosperity, despite the curtailing of the 
possible output by strikes iu some of 
the collieries. In" the Crow's Nest col- 
lieries the output has nearly doubled 
during the past year. On Vancouver 
Island Uiero would have been n liand'- 
sonie increase but for the labor troubles, 
whieh practically lost to the mines some 
foreign trade which for the tiinu being 
llfldi to go elsewhere. 

In .copper-gold mining there is a quiet 
but st'-aily progress, the actual mining 
and smelting on u paying basis ill the 
Boundary district .being larger tiliau at 
any previous time. Although not yet 
free from contingencies suoh us the fail- 
ure of coke supply, this kind of mining 
seems bo be established as olio of our 
manufacturing industries in which a 
han.lsome return on large investments of 
capital is assured, provided the skill in 
Biniitigemeut is adequate, 

III silver-lead mining, nofwithsl anding 
the richness of omr mines and some in 
crease 'in the price of silver nndi lead, 
there bus not as yet heeni n substantial 
recovery from the depression! caused by 
the uttitmle ill 1001 of the Smeller Trust 
in the United States, audi t'lie tariff of 
tiiut country regarding lead, and by the 
low prices in tlie markets of tile world 
then ruling for both silver and lead'. 
However, better results are expected 
next year. 

Tho post year bus been one of the 
most unsatisfactory on record im sal- 
mon' canning. The qiiairtilv packed in 
British Coluuib'a was only 473,547 cases, 
against (i'2.".0S2 for -Hip lean year -d BXh) 
i, ml 1,230,150 for the. bumper year of 
,1001 In tfll'O regular course of 'things t 
would have been a lean year, bu.t this 
MS been, aggravated' by tho numerous 
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Quesnello itivcr dam, which' some think 
outs off one-iiuaii'ter of tho best spawn- 
ing grounds of British Columbia. We 
'have before urged the importance of i 
having expert knowledge in .these mat- 1 
ters. If the efalmou flatting on the bras- I 
er river eau be removed from politics 
and treated fairly us a national industry, 
it SlhoU'Id be for all time to come a great 
source of wealth. The pack being also 
small in tho fjnitedi States, prices' have 
risen, and old stocks will thus In., clean- 
ed out, leaving an excellent trade posi- 
tion for the next catch. There are great 
possibilities in other kinds of lis'hing on 
tho Pacific Coast, and it is a pity that 
public interest in Our fisheries cannot be 
aroused and some national sense created 
of our great wealth in this respect. 

Agriculture and fruit growing in Brit- 
ish Columbia are increasing, but not as 
rapidly as should be the caso in this 
wonderfully productive soil. In the City 
of Vancouver the increase in popula- 
tion and in building is us pronounced' as 
in other large Canadian cities. As a 
port of entry its, growth may be illus- 
trated by a few figures. In 1.SS8 tho 
revenue collected' was $03,010; in 1S0S, 
S(>ti7,842; and' in 100,'S, .?l,:kSS,0S>.">. 
' Now that the finances of the province 
ho/vo been' put upon a sound 1 basis and 
the speculative features of mining have 
passed away, we can but 'hope for a 
cessation of labor troubles, and that we 
unary see a growing desire on the part of 
the .politicians to work together for the 
province, in order that this great sec- 
tion of Canada inuy have its fair chance. 
Iu any event it would bo well for tho 
rest of Canada to realize what an u.u- 
dontnkinig it is for such a small body 
of people as British Columbia nt present 
contains to carry on the affairs and 1 build 
fhe improvements for such an enormous 
area of country, the major part of 
which is practically not even sparsely 
settled. 

YUKON TERRITORY. 

In the Yukon Territory we have only 
to record another year of ■prosperity. 
■Lack of water during a month or so 
caused the quantity of gold mined, to 
be it little less than t'he estimate mado 
iu Tnid-summer, but tho total reached 
iu value between 12 and Ki'/g million 
dollars. Such additions to our wealth 
are very gratifying, ami the arrival of 
this gold is stilf important enough, to at- 
tract tho attention of Wall Street in 
times of activity in tlie money market. 
Canada now provides t'ho bulk of the 
supplies for the Yukon Territory, and 
had wo been so fortunate in tho decision 
on tilio Alaska boundary as to. secure a 
port on tho Lynn inlet, this route would 
doubt less have been an important per- 
manent avenue for this large trade. We 
will now have to consider other quite 
feasible but very dSfferent routes, in- 
volving, however, the expenditure of a 
large amount of money which we might 
have saved without any loss whatever 
to the United' States. 

UNITED STATUS. 

In' the three Pacific Const States in 
which we are interested chore lias been 
another year of prosperity, but we think 
we are not wrong in saying that there 
is somewhat less confidence ns to the 
immediate future than existed a year 
ago. There have been large failures in 
tlie .grain trade, although doubtless not 
caused by natural contingencies, in tho 
trade itself, and in salmon canning, some 
overbuilding in the cities, a decline in 
the profits and values in shipping, and 
some, check to production from increased 
cost of labor. In tbe lumber business 
there has been great expansion for a 
few years a.nd there is now- a slight 
Chock and' a distinct sense of over-pro- 
duction. The wheat crop is loss in 
quantity than lust year, and although 
the salmon catch south of Puget Sound 
was excellent, in the northern .State the 
results were as bad. as with us. On the 
other 'hand', these less satisfactory con- 
ditions do not exist throughout the 
whole of the three States, and' in some 
localities the feeling of prosperity, right- 
ly or wrongly, is not at all abated. The 
northern shipping trade done at Seattle 
is stilt very large and. in many parts of 
Alaska there are most important inter- 
ests being developed'. The gold received 
at that port from the Yukon and! Alaska 
combined was not far -short of $15,000,- 
000, and' both directly mid indirectly this 
is a great source of prosperity to Seattle. 
Ou ,the whole, while entirely satisfactory' 
conditions have not been quite so uni- 
versal as hi the previous year, tho peo- 
ple of these States have added another 
year of good results to a Jong period of 
prosperity. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

ivooking aiiead, ivbile we see no rea- 
son to apprehend serious trouble, it is 
clear that we must await the recovery 
of the money market, the absorption of 
tne mass of recently created securities 
and the return! of stability in the labor 
market, before enterprises of the moro 
ambitious character should be encour- 
aged. In tihe United States there is also 
the doubt attending the next Presiden- 
tial election which always acts as a drag 
on enterprise, and we regret that once 
more we have to record a year in which 
no practical steps hiave been taken to- 
wards the reform of t'he currency and 
banking systems. 

■ lu Canada most of these deterrent 
causes are also present. We have, it 
i» true, the advantage of a small 
•population with a great area of new 
land and raw material for enterprise to 
work upon, an opposed to a' vast popu- 
lation and little laud or raw material 
not now so owned as to be past tho 
possibilities of tlie man without much 
capital. We have in our great prob- 
lem of transportation a steadily wid- 
ening horizon in which, as the peo- 
ple understand the wants of our coun- 
try more, the prospects of the end ap- 
proaching grow less. To whatever ex- 
tent the plans at present before tho 
country may in the near future be ac- 
complished. I his much is clear: we 
cannot halt, and we need not expect 
that any of us will live to see the end 
of railroad building on a large scale 
■in Canada, as oue by one the great 
districts in which sett lenient is pos- 
sible, comes into nearer view. During 
the year one of the most pleasant ele- 
ments in transportation, namely, the re- 
duction of rates, has been a prominent 
'business feature throughout the North- 
wen. , 

■ In conclusion, let me say that T have 
often contended that, whatever the ag- 
gregate wealth of the Canadian peo- 
ple might be. I was sure that as in- 
dividuals we were quite as wealthy us, 
if not wealthier, thau tho citizena of 
tho United States. The western United 
States fanner begins to realize some- 
thing akin to this, and it is also pleas- 
ant to notice that so eminent an au- 
thority as Sir Robert Giffen confirms 
this view.

idov, and when you consider the fact of 
ithelr having to advise in all of these 
important and large transactions that 
icontinue to tako place. That they have 
,giveu it their dose and best attention 
,1 think is beyond question. I novo 
very great, pleasure indeed in second- 
ing the resolution.

ot many of the olllcers and clerks in 
the service, and it affords me pleasure 
to testify to the zoa, and intelligence 
characterizing their labors in the ser- 
vice of the bank. Willi lie- acquisi- 
tion of the Bank of British Columbia, 
and the Halifax Banking Company, 
our difficulties in considering the rights 
of such a lurge force have been in- 
creased, but our aim has been to cre- 
ate an impression of our earnest de- 
sire to deal justly and generously with 
the members of our executive house- 
hold.

A few days «SO Bit a meeting of the 
energetic body of men -who iito making 
such it good Bght against the ravages of 
That dreadful disease — consumption, one 
of our 'local doctors made the following 
statement.

Xliis story, of course, we must ac- 
cept for what it is worth; hut I can 
cite from personal observation almost 
n.s surprising an instance. In England, 
fifteen years ago, people were commonly 
imbued with the superstition that con- 
sumption was hereditary and transmit- 
ted from one generation to the next. 
A family of near neighbors were thus 
stigmatized, tifld it was sad. indeed, to 
see them drop off one by one. victims to 
tire dread disease. One of the sons 
ran away to sen, and after serving two 
years before the mast and enduring 
nil nwmners'of hardships, finally landed 
in South Australia, where he followed 
'for fifteen years the rough-and-ready 
life of a backwoodsman. Today he is 
alive, hearty and vigorous, a very giant 
in health and strength, the only sur- 
viving member of a family of eight! 
One of the preceding generation in that 
household, a woman of forty, at that 
timo considered a •'crank'' by everyone, 
because she embraced the "germ" the- 
ory; when pronounced by the doctors 
to be in the last stages of consump- 
tion, crossed over to Switzerland, deter- 
mined to try the "fresh air cure" on 
her own account. She flung away nil 
her medicine bottles 'to begin with, lived, 
and as nearly as possible slept in the 
open air. Beginning with the partial 
and easy ascent of Mt. Bosn, she grad- 
ually gained) health mid strength., and 
is today a noteworthy and 1 enthusiastic 
member of the Alpine Club . although 
more than sixty years of age! Numer- 
ous other instances recall themselves, 
where by some providential accident ol 
circumstances or sheer force of will, in- 
dividuals have been able to avert what 
seemed a threatened doom by breaking 
away from some of the unhealthy con- 
ditions of modern life which fostered 
the insidious march of the enemy. We 
are not nil, however, so situated a« to 
bo able to rush off, and climb high moun- 
tains, or even chop brushwood', but the 
main condition thai these same exercises 
induce is certain'ly within the reach of 
everyone, and costs nothing, viz.. deep 
breathing. It seems to me the duty 
of every mother to teach her child how 
to brriatiie property i-die may have 
to learn first herself, but the habit once 
formed, soon becomes second nature, 
and is surely one of the greatest pre- 
servatives against diseased conditions.
